Hortl Proposition Submitted to 


the Nation's Legislators.

A unique feature in congressional 


legislation this winter is presented lu 
tbe promotion of a postal currency, 
gays the Washington Star. The sys- 
tem has the approval of many officials 
and is indorsed by a long list of man- 
ufacturers 
and 
business 
houses 


throughout the country. 
Publishers 


and farmers are especially interested. 
In that tbe new currency promises an 
easy way for a nan in the country to 
promptly send remittance for his fa- j 
vorite publication. 


The provisions of the "post check" 


currency bill, now before congress, in- 
troduced in the senate by Mr. McMil- 
lan, and in the house by Mr. Gardner 
of Michigan, provides for printing the 
one, two and five dollar bills In the fu- 
ture with blank spaces on the face. 
These bills of course pass from hand 
to hand before the blanks are filled. 
When It Is desired to send one in the 
malls, the blanks lire filled In with the 
name of the payee, his city and state, 
a two cent postage stump Is placed in 
another blank space and canceled with 
the Initials of the sender in ink, Ihe 
name of tho sender is signed on tbe 
back and, presto*, his money has sud- 
denly ceased to exist us currency and 
bus; been transformed Into a ••heel; on 
the United States government, having 
all the safety of any bank check and 
ready for inclosurc In bis letter. When 
the payee receives this check, lie treats 
It just as he would any other check - 
indorses It, goes to the nearest bank or 
postoflice and deposits it or haw It 
cashed. 


The paid eheck finally reaches the 


treasury department, when It Is r< 
placed by a new one with the spaces 
unfilled. This keeps the circulation at 
par. No change whatever is made Jt 
the financial policy of the government 
tbe only change being in the character 
of the printing on the bills of $." and 
under. 


The bill also provide* for the Issue of 


$75.000.000 of fractional currency will

was not always to prevent Irom coming 
close upon the trail of the band.

equal cause of nnxiety was the baby 
which. It was frequently feared, would 
die from exposure. 


Not until Nov. 2 did the American

The splendors of 


the religious capital of the whole earth 
irradiated the landscape. There is the 
temple. 
Yoiider is the lung's palace. 


Spread out before his eyes are the 
pomp, the wealth, the wickedness and 
the coming destruction of Jerusalem, 
and he bursts into tears at the thought 
of the obduracy of a place that he 
would gladly have saved and apostro- 
phizes, saying, "0 Jerusalem, Jeru- 1 
salem, how often would I have gath- I 
ered thy children together, even as a j 
hen gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not!" 


Why did Christ select hen and chick- 


ens as a simile? Next to the upposlte- 
iiess of the comparison, 1 think it was 
to help nil public teachers in the unit-'I 
ter of illustration to get down off their 
f 


stilts and use comparisons that nil ci\n , 
understand. The plainest bird on earth j 
is the barnyard fowl. Its only adorn- j 
nients are the red comb in its head- j 
dress and the wattles under the throat. ! 
It has no grandeur of genealogy. All 
we know is that its ancestors came 
from India, some of them from 
n 


height of 4,000 feet on the sides of the 
Himalayas. 
It has no pretension of 


nest like the eagle's eyrie. 
It has no 


luster of plumage like the goldfinch. 
Possessing anatomy that allows llight. 
yet about the last thing it wants to do 
is to lly, and in retreat uses foot al- 
most as much as wing. Musicians have 
written out In musical scale the song 
of lark and robin redbreast and night- 
ingale, yet the hen of my text hath 
nothing that could be taken for a song, 
but only cluck and cackle, Yet Christ 
in the test uttered while looking upon 
doomed Jerusalem declares that what 
lie had wished for that city was like 
what the lien does for her chickens. 


ChrlNt'a Simple TencliIiiifM. 


Christ was thus simple In his teach- 


ings, and yet how hard It is for us who 
are Sunday school instructors and ed- 
itors and preachers and reformers and 
those who would gain the ears of audi- 
ences to attain that heavenly and di- 
vine art of simplicity! We have to run 
a course of literary disorders as chil- 
dren a course of physical disorders. 
We come out of school and college 
loaded down with Greek mythologies 
and out of the theological seminary 
weighed down with what the learned 
fathers said, and we tly with wings of 
eagles and flamingoes and albatrosses. 
and it takes a good while before we 
can come down to Christ's similitudes, 
the candle under the bushel, the salt 
that has lost its savor, the net thrown 
into the sea, the spittle on the eyes of 
the blind man and the hen and chick- 
ens. 


There is not much poetry about this 


winged creature of God mentioned in 
my text, but she is more practical and 
more motherly and more suggestive of 
good things than many that fly higher 
and wear brighter colors. She is not a 
prima donna of the skies nor a strut of 
beauty in the aisle of the forest. 
She 


does not cut a circle under the sun like 
the Kocky mountain eagle, but stays 
at home to look after family affairs. 
She does not swoop like the condor of 
the Cordilleras to transport a rabbit 
from the valley to the top of the crags, 
but just scratches for a living. 


I am in warm sympathy with the un- 


pretentious old fashioned hen because, 
like most of us, she has to scratch for 
a living. She knows at the start tbe 
lesson which most people of good sense 
are slow to learn—that tlie gaining of a 
livelihood Implies work and that suc- 
cesses do not lie on the surface, but are 
to be upturned by positive and contin- 
uous effort. 
The reason that society 


and the church and the world are so 
'full of failures, so full of loafers, so 
full o? deadbeats is because people 
are not wise enough to take the lesson 
which any hen would teach them that 
if they would find for themselves and 
for those dependent upon them any- 
thing worth having they much scratch 
for it. Solomon said, "Go to the ant. 
thou sluggard." 
I say. Go tc the hen. 


thou sluggard. 
In the Old Testament 


God compares himself to an eagle stir- 
ring up her nest, and in the New Testa- 
ment the Iloly Spirit is compared to a 
descending dove, but Christ in a ser- 
mon that began with cutting sarcasm 
for hypocrites and ends with the parox- 
ysm of pathos in the text compares 
himself to a hen. 


Hawk* of Temptation. 


One day in the country we saw sud- 


den consternation in the behavior of 
old Dominic):. Why the hen should be 
so disturbed we could not understand. 
Wo looked about to see if a neighbor's 
dog were invading the farm. We look- 
ed up to see if a stonncloud were hov- 
oring. 
We could see nothing on the 


ground that could terrorize, and we 
could see nothing in the air to rullle 
the feathers of the hen, but the loud, 
wild, affrighted cluck which brought 
nil her brood at full run under her 
feathers made us look again around 
nnd above us. uhcn we say thnt hlUi 
up and far away there was a mpjc Ions 
bird wheeling round nnd romni and 
down aud down, uud, not neelng us as

tve stood in the shadow. U oaau* nearer 
and lower until we sa\\- Its beak was 
curved froiclmsp to tip and it had two 
flame* of fire for eyes and It was a 
hawk.

The fact is thnt the most of them 


will never mind the shelter unless 
while they are chickens. It is a simple 
matter of inexorable statistics thnt 
most of those who do not come to 
Christ in youth never come at all. 
What chance is there for the young 
without divine protection? There are 
the grogshops, there arc- the gambling 
hells, there are the Infidelities and iui- 
moralities of Kpirltunllsm. there are 
tbe bad books, there are the impurities, 
there are the business rascalities, and 
r-o numerous are these assailants that 
It Is a wonder that honesty and virtue 
are not lost arts. The birds of prey, 
diurnal and nocturnal, of the natural 
world are ever on the alert- They arc 
Hit1 assassins of the sky; they have va- 
rieties of taste. The eagle prefers tbe 
flesh of the living nniinul; the vulture 
prefers the carcass; the falcon kills 
with one stroke, while other styles of 
bonk give prolongation of torture. And 
so the temptations of tills life are va- 
rious. 


Prot«»«'t tlie YOUUKT. 


Fathers, mothem, older brothers and 


sistere and Sabbath school teachers, be 
i.;ulck nnd earnest and prayerful and 
importunate nnd vret the chickens un- 
der wing. May thy Sabbath schools of 
America nnd Great Britain within the 
next three months sweep all their 
scholars into the kingdom. 
Whom 


they have now under charge is uncer- 
tain. Concerning that scrawny, puny 
child that lay in the cradle many years 
ago, the father dead, ninny remarked, 
"What a mercy if the Lord would take 
tbe child!" 
And tbe mother really 


thought so too. Bnt what a good thing 
that God spared that child, for It bo- 
came world renowned In Christian lit- 
erature and one of God's most illustri- 
ous servants—John Todil. Remember, 
your children will remain children only 
a little while. What you do for them 
as children you must do quickly or 
never do at all. "Why have you novci 
written a book?" said some one to a 
talented woman. She replied: "I atu 
writing two and have been engaged on 
one work toil years and on the other 
live years—my two children. They arc 
my life work." 
When the bouse of 


John Wesley's father burned and they 
got the eight children out, John Wesley 
the last before the roof fell In, the fa- 
ther said: "Let us kneel down and 
thank God. The children are all saved. 
Let the rest of the place go." My hear- 
ers, if we secure the present and ever- 
lasting welfare of our children, most 
other things belonging to us are of but 
little comparative importance. Alexan- 
der the Great allowed liis soldiers to 
take their families with them to war, 
and he accounted for the bravery of bis 
men by the fact that many of them 
wore born In camp and were used to 
warlike scenes from the start.

If you bad known when you entered 
upon manhood or womanhood what 
was ahead of you. would you have 
dared to undertake life?

They have not attained 
that which they expected to attain. 
They have not had the physical and 
mental vigor they expected or they 
have met with rebuffs which they did 
not anticipate. You are not at forty or 
fifty or sixty or seventy or eighty 
years of age where you thought you 
would be. 1 do not know any one ex- 
cept myself to whom life has been a 
happy surprise. I never expected any- 
thing, and so when anything came in 
the shape of human favor or comforta- 
ble position or widening field of work it 
was to me a surprise. 
I was told in 


the theological seminary by some of 
my fellow students that 1 never would 
get anybody to hear me preach unless 
I changed my style, so that when 1 
found that some people did come to 
bear me it was a happy surprise. But 
most people, according to their own 
(statement, have found life a disap 
liointiiient. Indeed, we all need shelter 
from its tempests.

Need of "Warmth. 


The wings

warmth, and that is what most folks 
want.

We have a big fireplace 
called the sun, and it bus a very hot 
lire, and the stokers keep the coals well 
stirred up, but much of the year we 
cannot get near enough to this fireplace 
to get warmed. 
The world's extremi- 


ties are cold all the time. Forget not 
that it is colder at the south pole than 
at tbe north pole and that the arctic Is 
not so destructive as the antarctic. 
Ouce In awhile the arctic will let ex- 
plorers come back, but tbe antarctic 
hardly ever. When at the south pole a 
ship sails in, the door of ice is almost 
sure to be shut against its return. So 
life to many millions of people at the 
f?outh and many millions of people at 
the north is a prolonged shiver. But 
when I say that this is a colel world 1 
chielly mean figuratively.

A unique feature In congressional 


legislation this winter is presented In 
the promotion of a postal currency, 
says the Washington Star. The sys- 
tem has the approval of many officials 
and is indorsed by a long list of man- 
ufacturers 
and 
business 
houses 


throughout the country. 
Publishers 


and farmers are especially interested, 
in that the new currency promises an 
easy way for a man in the country to 
promptly send remittance for his fa- 
vorite publication. 


The provisions of the "post check" 


currency bill, now before congress, in- 
troduced in the sennit' by Mr. McMil- 
lan and in the house by Mr. Gardner 
of Michigan, ^provides for printing the 
one, two and five dollar bills in the fu- 
ture with blank spaces on the face. 
These bills of course pass from hand 
to blind before the blanks are tilled. 
When it is desired to send one in the 
inallB, the blanks ure filled In with the 
name of the payee, his city and htate, 
a two cent postage stamp is placed in 
another blank space and canceled with

treasury department, when It Is re- 
placed by a new one with the spaces 
unfilled. This keeps the circulation at 
par. No change whatever Is made in 
the financial policy of the government, 
the only change being in UK; character 
of the printing on the bills of $r> und 
under. 


The bill also provides for the Issue of 


$75,000.000 of fractional currency with 
blank fpfic.es similar to the larger dc 
nominations In place of 
an equal 


amount of money of larger donomlna 
tioiis. presumably twenty and fifty dol 
lar bills. The provision under the new 
system for u continual reissue insures 
clean money both In the fractional cur 
rency and In the larger lulls. The gov 
ermne it fee of the live, ten, fifteen 
twenty five and fifty cent pieces is to 
be ft eei t cucb.

the persistent one will curry out Ills 
purpose by using stump", ool,n placed 
in holes in pieces of pasteboard or risk- 
ing loose money. The average person 
will not expend the valuable time re- 
quired for the journey to the pos-tofJiee 
for a money order. Only the pressure 
of necessity in the absence of n simple 
convenient system brings to the money 
order system its present patronage. 
Statistics show that from ten to twenty 
times the number of letters received 
by business houses, publishers and 
others who do a large bu«lncs>s through 
the mails contain stamps, loose money 
or some other representative of money 
than contain money orders, a clear 
enough mark of the disapproval of the 
public. 


While it la not thought that, if nflopr- 


cd, the proposed system would entirely 
supersede the money order system, lie- 
cause for amounts over $50 the money 
order would be slightly cheaper, It is 
thought by the advocates of the pend- 
ing bills that Mich u system of post 
checks would prove a great convenience 
to those desiring to ht'ixl small amounts 
of money through the malls and would 
result in gain to merchants, publishers 
find business linns who now receive 
itncb remittances in the form of stumps, 
often torn and mutilated; drafts on 
email banks or loose coin in letters, al- 
ways a temptation to postal employees.

Why did Christ select hen and chick- 


ens as a simile? Next to the upposlte- 
ness of thu comparison, 1 think it was , 
to help all public teachers in the 111)11-* j 
ter of illustration to g"t down off their t 
stilts nnd use comparisons that nil can , 
understand. Tho plainest bird on earth j 
IK the barnyard fowl. 
Its only adorn- j 


incuts are the red comb In Us head- | 
dress and the wattles under the throat. ! 
It has no grandeur of genealogy. All j 
we know Is that its ancestors came i 
from India, some of them from 
fi 


height of 4,000 feet on the sides of the 
Himalayas. It has uo pretension of 
nest like the eagle's eyrie. 
It has no 


luster of plumage like the goldlinch. 
Possessing anatomy that allows flight, 
yet about tlie last thing it wants to do 
is to tly, and iu retreat uses foot al- 
most as much as wing. Musicians have 
written out In musical scale the song 
of lark and robin redbreast and night- 
ingale, yet the hen of my text hath 
nothing that could be taken for a song, 
but only cluck and cackle. Yet Christ 
$n the test uttered while looking upon j 
doomed Jerusalem declares that what ] 
he had wished for that city was like j 
what the lieu does for her chickens. 


ClirlHt'd Simple Ti-uoliInK*. 


Christ was thus simple hi his tench- 


Ings, and yet how hard It Is for us who 
are Sunday school instructors and ed- 
itors aud preachers and reformers nnd 
those who would gain the ears of audi- 
ences to attain that heavenly and di- 
vine art of simplicity! We have to run 
n course of literary disorders as chil- 
dren a. course of physical disorders. 
We come out of school and college 
loaded down with Greek mythologies 
and out of the theological seminary 
weighed down with what the learned 
fathers said, und we fly with wings of 
eagles and flamingoes and albatrosses, 
and It takes a good while before wo 
can come down to Christ's similitudes, 
the candle under the bushel, the salt 
that has lost its savor, the net thrown 
into the sea, tlie spittle on the eyes of 
the blind man and the hen and chick- 
ens. 


There is not much poetry about this 


winged creature of God mentioned in 
ray text, but she is more practical and 
more motherly and more suggestive of 
good tilings than many that lly higher 
and wear brighter colors. She is not a 
primn donna of the skies nor a strut of 
beauty in the aisle of the forest. 
She 


docs uot cut a circle uuder the sun like 
the Hocky mountain eagle, but stays 
at borne to look after family affairs. 
She does not swoop like the condor of 
the Cordilleras to transport a rabbit 
from the valley to the top of the crags, 
but just scratches for a living. 


I am in warm sympathy with the un- 


pretentious old fashioned hen because, 
like most of us, she has to scratch for 
a living. She knows at the start the 
lesson which most people of good sense 
arc slow to learn—that the gaining of a 
livelihood Implies work and that suc- 
cesses do not lie on the surface, but are 
to be upturned by positive and contin- 
uous effort. The reason that society 
and the church und the world are so 
full of failures, so full of loafers, so 
full of deadbeats Is because people 
are not wise enough to take the lesson 
which any hen would teach them that 
If they would find for themselves and 
for those dependent upon them any- 
thing worth having they much scratch 
for it. Solomon said. "Go to the ant. 
thou sluggard." I sny, Go tc the hen. 
thou sluggard. In the Old Testament 
God compares himself to nn eagle stir- 
ring up her nest, and In the New Testa- 
ment the Holy Spirit is compared to n 
descending dove, but Christ in a ser- 
mon that began with cutting sarcasm 
for hypocrites nnd ends with the parox- 
ysm of pathos in the text compares 
himself to a hen. 


IIiiTvkx of Temptation. 


One day in the country wo saw sud- 


den consternation In the behavior of 
old Domlniek. Why the hen should be 
so disturbed we could uot understand. 
We looked about to see if a neighbor's 
dog were Invading the farm. We look- 
ed up to MM If a stormcloud were hov- 
ering. We could BOO nothing on the 
ground that could terrorize, and we 
could soe nothing In the air to ruftto 
the feathers of the hen, but the loud, 
wild, affrighted cluck which brought 
nil her brood nt full rim under her 
feathers nuule us look again around 
nnd nbovo tic. when we say that high 
up nnd far away there was n rnpjflous 
bird wheeling round and roiiinl nnd 
down and down, uml, uot neelng u« i* 


tve stood In the shadow, it came nearer 
and lower until we saw Its beak was 
ftirvcd front l)«se to tip and it had two 
llnniea of tiro for eyes and it was a 
hawk. But till the chickens wore.un- 
der old Dominiek's wings, and either 
the bird of prey caught a glimpse of 
us or, not able to lincl the brood hud- 
dled under wing, darted back hit-) the 
clouds. So Christ calls with great oar- 
uoBtiioss to all the young. Why. what 
in the matter:' 
It it, bright sunlight, 


and there can bo no danger. Health is 
theirs. A good hosuo is theirs, t'lenty 
of food is theirs. Prospect of long life 
Is theirs. Hut Christ continues to call, ! 
calls with more emphasis and urgc-s i 
haste and says not a second ought to , 
be lost. 
Oh, do tell us what is the 


matter. Ah. now I see; there are hawks 
of temptation in the air, there are Mil- 
tnrcs wheeling for their prey, there are 
beaks of death ready to plunge, there 
are claws of allurement ready to 
clutch. 
Now I yec the peril. Now 1 


understand the urgency. 
Now I see 


the only safety. 
Would th.it Christ 


might this day t«Ke our sons and 
daughters into his shelter "as a hen 
gathereth 
her 
chickens 
under her 


wing." 


The fact is that the most of them 


will never mind the shelter unless 
while they are chickens. It is a simple 
mutter of inexorable statistics that 
most of those who do not come to 
Christ in youth never come nt all. 
What chance is there for the young 
without divine protection? There are 
tho grogshops, there tire the gambling 
bolls, there are the infidelities and im- 
moralities of spiritualism, there are 
the bud books, there are the impurities, 
there are the business rascalities, and 
so numerous are those assailants that 
It is n wonder that honesty and virtue 
are not lost arts. The birds of prey, 
I'.lurnal aud nocturnal, of the natural 
world are ever on the alert. They are 
the assassins of the sKy; they have va- 
rieties of taste. The eagle prefers the 
flesh of the living animal; the vulture 
prefers the carcass; the falcon kills 
\\ ith one stroke, while other stj les of 
beak give prolongation of torture. And 
so the temptations of this life are va- 
rious.

Concerning that scrawny, puny 
child that lay in tlie cradle many years, 
ago. the father dead, many remarked, 
"What a mercy if the Lord would take 
the child!"

thought so too. But what n good thing 
that God spared that child, for it be- 
came world renowned in Christian lit- 
erature and one of God's most Illustri- 
ous servants—John Torld. 
Remember, 


your children will remain children only 
a little while. What you do for them 
as children you must do quickly or 
noviT do at all. "Why have you nevoi 
written a book?" said some one to a 
talented woman. 
She replied- "1 am 


writing two and have been engaged on 
one work ten years and on the other 
live years—my two children.

And. sure enough, the 


clouds were being convoked for n full 
diapason. 
A whole park of nrtlllory 


wont rolling down the heavens, nnd 
tho blinds of tho windows In the sky 
wore closed. 
But the sounds above 


woro not more certain than the sounds 
beneath. Tho cattle came to tho burg 
nnd nionnod for thorn to be let down 
that they might come homo to shelf or. 
nnd the fowl, whether dnrk Brahma 
or Iliimburg or Leghorn or Domlnlck 
begun to cull to its young, "Cluck, 


cluck, cluck!" aud take them under 
the wagon Bowse or shed nnd hud them-' 
all hid under the soft feathers by the 
time that tlie first plash of rajn struck 
the roof. So there are sudden tempests 
for our souls, and, oh, how dark It 
gets, and threatening clouds of bank- 
ruptcy or sickness or persecution or be- 
reavement gather and thicken nnd 
blacken, and some run for shelter to a 
bank, but It is poor shelter, and others 
run to friendly advisers, aud they fail 
to ho>lp, and others fly nowhere simply 
because they know not where to go, 
and they perish in the blast, but others 
hear a divine cnll saying, "Come, for 
all things are now ready."' "The spirit 
and the bride say come." 


Weed of Warmth. 


The 
wings of my text suggest 


warmth, and that is what most folks 
want. The fact Is that this is a cold 
world whether you take It literally CT 
figuratively. We have a big fireplace 
called the sun, and it has a very hot 
fire, and the stokers keep the coals well 
stirred up, but much of the year we 
cannot get near enough to this fireplace 
to get warmed. The world's extremi- 
ties are cold all the time. Forget not 
that it is colder at the south pole than 
at the north pole and that the arctic is 
not so destructive as the antarctic. 
Ouce in awhile the arctic will let ex- 
plorers come back, but the nutarctic 
hardly ever. When at the south pole a 
Ship sails in, the door of ice is almost 
sure to be shut against its return. So 
life to many millions of people at the 
south and many millions of people tit 
the north is a prolonged shiver. 
Hut 


when I say that this Is u cold world I 
chiefly mean figuratively. If you want 
o know what is the meaning of the or- 
dinary term of receiving the "cold 
shoulder," get out of money nnd try to 
jcrrow. 
The conversation may have 


jeeii almost tropical for luxuriance of 
.hought and speech, but suggest your 
iccessitios nnd bee the thermometer 
drpp to 50 degrees below aero, nud in 
that which till a moment before had 
.wen a warm room. Take what is an 
unpopular position on some public 
puestion and see your friends fly JIB 
chaff before a windmill. As far as 
uyself is concerned, 1 have no word of 
.'oniplnint, but I look oil day by day 
and soe communities freezing out men 
md women of whom the world is not 
worthy. 
Now it takes after one and 


low after another. It becomes popular 
to depreciate and defame aud execrate 
and lie about sonic people. This is the 
.>est world I ever got iuto, but it is the 
ueanest world that some people ever 
jot into. 
The worst thing that ever 


lappened to them was their cradle, and 
the best tiling that will ever happen to 
them will bo their gra\e. 


What people want is warmth. Many 


vears ago a man was flouting down on 
the ice of tho Merrimuc, and great of- 
,'orts were made to rescue him. Twice 
tie got hold of a plunk 'thrown to him 
nnd twice lie slipped away from it, be- 
wiusc that end of the plank wus cover- 
ed with ice, and lie cried out, "For 
God's salzo, give me tho wooden end of 
the plauk this time!" nnd. this done, he 
was hauled to shore. 
The trouble is 


that iu our efforts to save the soul 
there are too much coldness and icy 
formality, and so the imperiled one 
slips off. and floats down. Give it the 
other end of the plank; warmth of 
sympathy, warmth of kindly associa- 
tion, warmth of genial surroundings. 
The world declines to give it and ill 
many cases lias no power to give it, 
and bore is where Christ comes in, 
and as on n cold day, the rain beating 
aud the atmosphere full of sleet, the 
hen clucks her chickens under her 
wings, and the warmth of her own 
breast puts warmth into the wet feath- 
ers und the chilled feet of the infant 
croup of the barnyard, so Christ says 
to those sick and frosted and disgusted 
nnd frozen of the world: "Come in out 
of the March winds of the world's crit- 
icism, come in out of the sicet of the 
world's assault, come in out of a world 
that does not understand you and does 
not want to understand you. 
I will 


comfort, and 1 will soothe, nnd I will 
be your warmth, 'as a hen gathereth 
her chickens under her wing.' " Oh, 
the warm heart of God is ready for nil 
those to whom the world has given the 
cold shoulder. 


Christ Takes the Storm. 


But notice that some one must take 


the storm for the chickens. 
Ah, the 


hen takes the storm. 
I have watched 


her under the pelting rain. I have seen 
her iu the pinching frosts. 
Almost 


frozen to death or almost strangled in 
the waters, and what a fight she makes 
for the young under wing if n dog or 
a hawk or a man come too near! And 
so the brooding Christ takes the storm 
for us. 
What flood of anguish and 


tears that did not dash upon his holy 
soul? 
What beak of torture did not 


pierce his vitals? What barking Cer- 
berus of hell was not let out upon him 
from the kennels? Yes, the hen takes 
the storm for the chickens, and Christ 
takes the storm for us. Once the tem- 
pest rose so suddenly the hen could not 
get with her young back from the new 
ground to the barn, nnd there she is 
under the fence half dead. And now 
the rain turns to snow, and it is an 
nwful night, and in the morning tho 
whiteness about the gills nnd the beak 
down in the mud show that the mother 
is dead, aud the young ones come out 
and cannot understand why the mother 
does not scratch for them something to 
eat, and they walk over her wings and 
call with their tiny voices, but there IB 
no answering cluck. 
She took the 


storm for others and perished. Poor 
thing! Self sacrificing even unto death! 
And docs it not make you think of 
him who endured all for us? So the 
wings under which we come for spir- 
itual safety are blood spattered wings, 
are night shadowed wings, are tempest 
torn wings.

saw the grttve of Princess Elizabeth, 
who died while a prisoner at Carls- 
brook castle, her finger on nn open Bl- 
bl« and''pointing to tho words, "Come

past, and the shadows of tho house and 
barn and wagon shed have lengthened. 
The farmer, with scythe or hoe on 
shoulder, is returning from the flelds.

Tho 
air is bewitched .of honeysuckle and 
wild brier. The milkman, pail in hand, 
's approaching the barnyard. 
The 


fowls, keeping early hours, are collect- 
lug their young. 
"Cluck!" 
"Cluck!" 


"Cluck!" And soou all the eyes of that 
feathered nursery are closed. 
The 


bachelors of tho w-lnged,tribe have as 
ceuded to thcfir perch, but the hens, in 
a motherhood divinely appointed, take 
all the risk of a slumber on the ground, 
aud all night long the wings will stay 
outspread, and the little ones will not 
utter a sound. Thus at sundown, loving- 
ly, safely, completely, the hen broods her 
young. So, if we are the Lord's.theevcn- 
Ing of our life will come. The heats of 
the day will have passed. There «ill be 
shadows, and we cannot see as far. 
The work of life will be about ended. 
The hawks of temptation that hovered 
hi the sky will have gone to the woods 
and folded their wings. Sweet silences 
will come. 
The uir will be redolent 


with the breath of whole arbors of 
promises sweeter than jasmine or even- 
ing primrose. The air may be a little 
chill, but Christ will call u:;, and we

A GOOD NEW SILO. 


A Popular Local Type of Round Silo 


With Good Stltmlliiif QuuHlie*. 
lu the western part of New York, in 


tbe neighborhood of Batavia, there is 
in somewhat general use a type of 
round silo which is very popular and 
seems to be growing more so. There 
are many pc-rsons who are prejudiced 
against the stave silo because some lit- 
tle attention is required once or twice 
during the year to keep it in condition. 
While not believing it any better than 
a stave silo, a Country Gentleman cor- 
respondent recommends the Batavia 
type to those who desire a round silo 
and gives information about it, which 
Includes the following:

This 
ivork may be quickly and cheaply done 
it a mill where a buzzsaw is available. 
•Strips then are lightly toonai!<Hl to the 
matrix, the one-half inch strips being 
\isily bent to the circular form. The 
second liijer of strips Is nailed to tho 
irst with small wire nails, and then a.s 
lho ring grows heavier nails may be 
ised. This building out process contin- 
ues until there are eight half inch 
strips nailed together, thus making a 
strong band which is two inches thick, 
four inches wide and of any desired 
liameter.

ilace?, but this Is not necessary and 
lot even desirable. 
The joints may 


'ome anywhere. It is well to leave a 
space of about an inch between the 
ibutting ends of the strips, so that air 
space may be thus secured. If wire 
mils arc usod liberally in securing the 
strips in place, a very rigid band is 
iiadc, and one need never lie awake at 
light after the silo is filled and wonder 
ivhether the hoops will stand

n-essiire. The matrix described around 
,vbich the band is built may even be 
lispenscd with if enough stakes are 
Irh en on the circumference of the eir- 
:le so that the strips when bent around 
.vill bend on a true circle. After one 
jand is made it should be loosened 
'rom the matrix, laid to one side and 
mother band constructed in like man- 
icr and so on until the required uum- 
)er have been built. The number need- 
id will depend upon the height of the 
;ilo. Tbe figure is of a silo thirty feet 
ligh, and ten bands are used. The 
listance between the two lower bauds 
s two and a half feet.

LAYING OUT A GARDEN. 


ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Onions may be readily transplanted 


if growing too thick. 


Weeds should not be allowed to grow 


or crusts to form around young fruit 
trees. 


Do not buy any kind of fruit trees 


or plants simply because they are 
cheap. 


With all transplanting it is important 


to see that the soil is well filled in 
around the roots. 


Prune sptu-s to one developed bud, 


for the nearer tho old wood the higher 
fla\ ored the fruit. 


A weak solution of poultry droppings 


is a wonderful stimulant of plant 
growth. It may be used weekly with 
good effect. 


Only well rotted manure should be 


applied around the grapevines. 
Fresh 


manure excites the growth, but does 
not mature it. 


Quince trees should be mulched as a 


protection against extreme, heat and 
cold, as the roots are small and usually 
near tho surface. 


In scloajting trees to grow as a -wind; 


break it is quite an item to have them 
of a close growing habit and of"as near- 
ly perpetual foliage as possible. Plant

It Horse Culture. 


The haphazard way in which gar- 


dens are usually planted and the short 
rows attract the attention and criti- 
cism of those who study neatness and 
economy. This leads to advice by Pro- 
fessor I. D. .Roberts in Country Gentle- 
man on laying out a vegetable garden, 
lie suggests a garden aboijt three to 
four times as long as it Is wide and 
laid out in sixteen rows of plants. If 
possible, make the garden from three to 
six times as long as it is wide in order 
to economize in filing, the larger part 
of which should be done with a horse 
and suitable implement. Suppose that 
one row c/n the far side is set with 
blackberries, another with raspberries, 
a part of a row with currants and a 
part with gooseberries and a row or 
two of strawberries, the width of tbe 
rows being suited to the character of 
the plants. Usually all but the first 
named small fruits are set close togeth- 
er. The rest of the garden should be 
plowed early in the spring and a row 
or u part ot" a row of carrots planted 
early; also beets, onions, lettuce uu<"i 
radishes. Another row would be fcr 
peas and tv» o for early patatoos, a part 
of a row for early cabbage, which 
could be filled out if desired witb a 
second sowing of peas. One side of the 
garden, not being planted early, will 
become somewhat weedy. Surface till 
it, kill all tbe weeds and plant the corn, 
late potatoes, late cabbage, and so on. 
Of course you know that carrots, beets, 
onions, lettuce and peas can be planted 
before frost has ceased. 


With a small horse cultivate tbe 


rows, which may be anywhere from 
twenty-eight to thirty-six inches apart, 
according to the crops grown. The late 
cabbage may be set where the early 
potatoes or peas were grown if the 
laud is well tilled and additional ferti- 
lizing material is applied. After the 
ynrden is-planted and the plants thin- 
ned whore needed ut least nine-tenths 
of all the work necessary to keep the 
land mellow on the surface and free 
from weeds should be done by inter- 
tillage with a horse implement. If 
tliis is managed as it should be and 
the implements are suited to their 
work, a'.mobt no hand work will be re- 
quired. The garden will always look 
trim, and if tho various plants wanted 
are protected so far as they can be 
from their insect enemies you should 
have a continuous table supply of all 
\cgetabks and small fruits in their 
season. Tin1 grapes and large fruits 
should not be set in or near the garden. 
At each end of the garden leave ten or 
twelve feet of grass on v* hich to turn.

A HANDY BAEX GATE. 


the labor of tying up the stock, says an 
Ohio Farmer correspondent. 
In our 


barn we have constructed a few gates 
as shown ia the accompanying illus- 
tration. The crosspii'ces in the gate arc 
made of pine, being three inches in 
width and one inch in thickness. Two 
pieces are required both at the top aiic' 
bottom of the gate. It is verj -essential 
that the crosspieces be of good timber 
and quite free from knots, for the 
strength of the gate greatly depends 
upon this part of the const ruction. The 
vertical pieces nre made of oak, being 
two inches in width and one inch in 
thickness. In this gate the vertical 
pieces are four inches apart. In hang- 
ing the gale we have found nothing 
equal to a strap hinge with a wood 
screw bolt for a banger. The strap is 
bolted through the gate with quar- 
ter inch bolts. The latch Is made of the 
same material as tho vertical pieces, 
being cut down to half its size in order 
that the side motion for moving the 
latch below may be secured. It is bolt- 
ed between the two three inch pieces 
and also to the piece below. When-the 
top of the lever is pushed forward, the 
gate is unlatched, and with reverse ac- 
tion the gate, when in proper place, is 
securely helfl by the short right angu- 
lar piece. A light brace is very neces- 
sary to hold the g.ile in proper shape. 
In our barn we have eight of these 
light, simply constructed gates that 
serve an indispensable purpose. At 
night all gates are closed, and if any 
animal gets untied uo barm can bo 
done.

very stringent. If any person is men- 
tioned In a newspaper article and feels 
offended about It, he can easily send 
the editor of tbe paper and tho writer 
of the article to prison. The state- 
ments may ha\e been far within the 
limits of truth and Justice, but that 
mal'.oH no difference. 
The editor in- 


communicado has a chnnce to think 
ubont the la\v, and the aggrieved per- 
son Kinilcs pleasantly. 
After awhile 


the luu- pets In itB work, the case Is in- 
veKtiunted, and the editor Is punished, 
for even the truth Is libclous, and libel 
is one of the offenses most severely 
condemned. 


According to the theory of the Mexi- 


can ln\v, eveiy person has a rltfht to go 
about entirely free from annoyance by 
other persons. If the person violates 
the law, the newspaper hns no right to 
hay no. It can lay information before 
thr; courts if It wants to, hut It must 
not say In Its columns that It hns done 
to. Then the law will stop In and take 
chnw of the offender, but the repre- 
BentiUhos of the paper will not be al- 
lowed to attend tlie Ulal, and only the 
bare result, after weeks of waiting, 
can be told to the public. 


If the offense chnrsod against the ed- 


itor is regarded by the first magistrate 
to whom the complaint is made as be- 
ing especially grave, the paper is gen- 
erally suppressed. The complaint has 
been rerehed and passed upon. Then 
n s(|iuul of police descends upon the 
printing ofllee. Sometimes all the om- 
plo.\ <•(.•« are arrested, sometimes only 
the editor. 
Then the doors of the 


building are closed, olHcinl seals are 
placed upon them, and a guard Is sta- 
tioned to see that no one trios to en- 
ter. 
For three days the editor enn do 


nothing. The laws under which lie Is 
arrested are mod-clod after those of the 
code Napoleon, and for three dnys he 
Is held Incommunicado, while the au- 
thorities hunt up evidence.

In the meniitlmo 


Ills paper has been suppressed, anil In 
many cases It never comes to life again, 
even though the editor may eventually 
cleur himself of all blame.—1'Htsburg 
Dihputch.

GAMBLING SYSTEMS, 


There Never MVmm One Devl»«d Th»« 


C»n Bent the Bank. 


When a system Is plnyecl-against a 


bank like that at Monte Carlo, the per- 
centage against the player is not on the 
amount of his capital, but on the 
amount that he stakes on the tables 
while playing his system. Supposing 
that I have a capital of £10, and that I 
play £1 each coup until I have eithet 
lost my £10 or won a. bimilar amount of 
the bank. I should In all probability 
have to play about 200 coups In order 
to do the one or the other. Therefore 
tho percentage against me would not 
be on £10, but ou £200. If this bank 
percentage were 2 per cent, I should 
consequently be paying £4 for the rigM 
to risk 110 at even chances. 


I used to know long ago one of the 


chiefs of the old Ilomburg gambling 
bank. I found him at Monte Carlo in 
the same position there. lie was focd 
of calculations, and one day we aver- 
aged the amount staked at the tables 
each day, and we found that tho annu- 
al gross profit of Ibe bank was almost 
exactly the percentage on the amount 
staked In the course of the year. There 
can be no business in which tbe return 
Is more certain or greater. Consols re- 
turn lus,f, than 3 per cent per annum. 
A mine that pays a dividend of KK) per 
cent is a I'uctolus. But a coup at Monte 
Carlo takes a little loss than a minute. 
The percentage Is, If I remember right- 
ly, a little under 2 per cent, or, in other 
words, the bank charges 2 per cent for 
inot-ey per minute. This must make the 
mouth of the -serlest usurer water.— 
London Truth.

VAGARIES OF THE TIDES,"* 


Carton* Currents In tho Ocean an« 


KM Ofi'Nboots. 


Tbero arc as many vagaries in the 


waters as In the •« iucls. Why, for in- 
stance, should three great ocean -cur- 
rents Bond their warm waters acrcae 
the wide Pacific, Atlantic and around 
the Cape of Good Hope? There have 
been many theories advanced to solve 
the problem of their origin, but all 
huve pro ted fallacious. Other and 
equally mysterious currents exist in 
well nigh till parts of the world. The 
tides are so erratic in different parts of 
the world that otic hesitates to accept 
tho theory that the moon controls them 
In all cases. 


It is on record that the sea has-run 


for weeks out of the Java sea through 
the strait of Sunda and thence back 
again for a like period without any per- 
ceptible rise or fall during those times. 
Then there is the equatorial current 
that flows into the Caribbean sea, the 
ever flowing current to the eastward 
around Cape Horn, the cold stream 
flowing from the icy regions of the 
north past Newfoundland and Nova 
Scotia and along the American coast 
to the extreme end of Florida, the con- 
tinual current running with a velocity 
of from four to five knots an hour 
through the strait of Gibraltar into 
the Mediterranean sea, the swift cur- 
rent running across the rocks and 
shoals off the end of Billlton island, 
which apparently starts from nowhere 
and ends somewhere In the \Iclulty of 
the same place, and the current-which, 
starting half way up the China sea, 
runs from two to three knots an hour 
to the northeast and llnally ends ab- 
ruptly off tho north end of Luzon. 


Then we have those tidal vagaries 


known the world over as bores. Resi- 
dents on Severn side are familiar with 
them, and those that run up the Hu- 
gli and IrnwnddyDrivers from side 
to side In a zigzag shape till they reach 
their limit, often tearing ships from 
their 
anchorage, 
originate 
nobody 


knows where or why. The rush of wa- 
ters in the bay of Fundy Is nothing 
but a huge bore sweeping all before it 
up to the head of the bay till the waters 
have risen to the height of fifty or six- 
ty feet. OH Southampton we have the 
double tides, while at Singapore It has 
been observed for dajs at a time that 
there lias been but the one rise and 
fall in the twenty-four hours. The tides 
may be and very often appear as 
though they were "moonstruck," but 
they certainly are not controlled with 
hard and fast rules by that or any oth- 
er body.—London Shipping World. 


Private Gnml)Ilnn In Knssln. 


There is a good deal of gambling in 


society In England, but it is nothing to 
what goes on In Itussia, says the Lon- 
don Candid Friend. Vint, preference 
and roulette are the principal games. 
The second Is the most popular in nrmy 
circles, while many ladies of the high- 
est rank keep roulette tables and have 
regular "evenings," on which play goes 
on for very high stakes.

It tVns Found In n Cave-Dwelling In 


Arizona nnd Is IVovr in a 


Muscnni. 


A notable recent contribution to the 


archaeological museum of the Univer- 
sity'of Arizona is a loaf of bread found 
in a cave dwelling in the Supersititjon 
mountains 'of central Arizona in 1879. 
and since that time in the posses&ion of 
Herbert Brown, superintendent of the 
territorial prison, says a Tuscon re- 
port. 


The loaf is undeniably bread, and 


without doubt is of great age. It was 
found embedded in the ns-hes wherein 
it was baked probably hundreds or per- 
haps thousands of years ago. It had 
very plainly been wrapped in a cloth or 
mat. and the marks of the fiber of (he 
cloth are visible in the dark, brick-like 
mass. Mr. Brown is of the opinion that 
the bread was made of mesquite beans, 
roughly ground in metroes by 
the
